Humane Officer Wright has also interested 
himself in behalf of the plaintiff, as he is 
and has been engaged in the work of secur- 
ing evidence against the defendant. 

A number of witnesses were examined 
yesterday, but the testimony elicited was 
not ofa very Important character. Uriah 
Bennett, a livery-stable keeper at Del Mar, 
Swore that he had takena livery bill to Den- 
nis O’Brien in the early part of June, 1889. 
to his room in the hotel to coliect it. When 
he arrived there he found Dennis and Jes- 
sie, occupying the same bed. Charles Reiter 
and Dennis O’Brien were recalled by the 
plaintiff. The object of this was to show 
that on Sunday last, while Reiter wis com- 
ing up on the train from San Diego, O'Brien 
told him that if he would testify right in 
“this case” he would make from $500 to 
81000. 

NOTICED THE INTIMACY. 

After court was convened yesterday 

morning the first witness called to the 
stand was Jeffrey A. Wisner. He was a 
guest at the hotel while Jessie was a wait- 
ress there in the latter part of 1888. He 
had noticed the intimacy existing between 
Jessie und Dennis O’Brien. He had never 
at any time seen Jessie treated by Mr. Tay- 
lor in any way different from the manner 
in which he treated other female employés 
of the hotel. 
Uriah Bennett followed Wisner on the 
Stand. Bennett swore that he was a 
brosher-in-law of Taylor's and kept 
aiivery stable in Del Mar. During August 
and September of 1888 Dennis O'Brien had 
frequently secured at his establishment a 
team to go out driving. He had also se- 
cured ateam or a rig after these months. 
In June, 1889, the witness swore that he 
went to Dennis O’Brien’s room to present 
him a bill for livery. He found there Den- 
nis and Jessie occupying the same couch. 
He and Dennis had some hot words over 
the bill, but the quarrel was finally settled 
as well asthe bill without bloodshed. ‘The 
day following the presentation of the bill 
Jessie left for Sav Diego. 

The witness also testefied to a conversa- 
tion that he had with Mrs. Wilson, Jessie’s 
mother, in October of this year conceruing 
the case. 

The cross-examination failed to shake the 
material allegations of the direct examina- 


n. 

Charles Reiter and Dennis O'Brien were 
called to the stand o testify as to a conver-

John Works w s the next witness sworn. 
He testified that he lived at Sorrento, four 
wiles from Del Mar. Mr. Works was quite 
deaf aud the counsel was ferced to pro- 
pound questions to him in a very loud tone 
of voice. Works swore that he was ae- 
quainted with Jessie, Tessie Fowler, Den- 
nis O'Brien and Joe Wright. They had 
driven to his store in August, 1888, and had 
there partaken of refreshments in the way 
of wine, beer aud sardines, 

The witness swore that he had seen Jes- 
sie at his store with Charles Reiter in No- 
vember or December, 1888. ‘The direct ex- 
amination of the witness clesed and the 
cross-examination commenced, but he in no 
way cou!radicted himself. 

The defendant Taylor was fecalled and 
asked if he knew Joe Wright. He testitiea 
that he did; that he was employed asa 
head waiter at the hotel at Dei Mar. He 
had made an endeavor to find him, but had 

not succeeded. He did not know where he 
was now. 

At this juncture the defense rested. 

Deputy County Clerk Kn pp was recalled 
to the stand. He testified that in his opin- 
ion the signature M. T. Moore“ to the 
statement of Jessie was written with a dit- 
ferent pen aud different ink from that in 
which the body of the statement was 
penned. 

Mrs. B. B. Wilson, the motber of the 
plaintiff, was then reealled. She swore 
that she had met Uriah Bennett at Del Mur 
in October, 1890, and that she had a conver- 
sation with him in which he said that he 
knew nothing against Jessie’s character. 
The witness swore that shenever knewa 
man by the name of Harry Bostwick; he 
never was a member of their family, nor 
nad he ever taken Jessie out riding. 

Frank Fanning, Chief Deputy County 
Clerk, was recalled to the stand and shown 
a livery bill made out to Dennis O’Brien and 
paid by him. The witness swore that the 
name Jessie M rshall bad beén expunged 
and that of Dennis O’Brien substituted. 
There were four different handwritings on 
the bill. 

At this point court adjourned until Mon- 
day at 10 a. m.

MINT CANON MURDER. 


Plan Proposed for Raising a Reward 
for the Murderer’s Capture. 

The cruel murder of Mrs. Farmer in the 
Mint Cafion some weeks ago, by an Indian, 
is still fresh in the minds of the people. 
The murder was one of the most cowardly 
and unprovoked crimes iu the history of the 
State, and aroused the indignation of the 
people in the vicinity of where it occurred 
to the highest pitch, United States Marshal 
Gard and Sheriff Aguirre did everything in 
their power to cupture the murderer, but he 
bad got too much of a start, and they were 
unsuccessful. N. M. Melrose of Acton, a 
brother of the murdered woman, and several 
friends followed the trail for sume days, but 

all traces were lost, and 
led on the chase. 

The usual reward of 2300 for the capture 
of the murderer was offered by the Gover- 
nor of the State, but the danger is so great 
and the prosecution of the chase so expen- 
sive that no one will undertake it. 

Mr. Melrose is a poor man, as are the 
other members of his family, and he is not 
able to raise a reward safficlently large to 
induce detectives to undertake the work. 
He therefore appeals to the general public 
for assistance. His idea is to have popular 
subscriptions deposited in the First Nation- 
al Bank, to remain for two years, and if the 
murderer is not captured or killed in that 
time, to return the money to the subscr. bers, 
The reward is to be paid out only on the 
order of the Sheriff on proot of the capture 
or killing of the murderer.

Another Arrest Yesterday—The Deal 
ers Said to Have Shut Down. 

The war on the lottery dealers continues, 
Yesterday morning A. B. Greenwald, the 
cigar-dealer arrested by Officer Todd Friday 
afternoon, appeared before Justice Austin 
and filed his bond of $200 for his appearance 
when wanted. 

In the afternoon a youth named C. Jones, 
in the ewploy of Max Harris, was arrested 
on a warrant charging him with seiling 
lottery tickets, by Officer Vignes, and taken 
before Justice Austin, where Harris filed a 
bond for bis appearance, 

There are still a number of warrants 
against the leading dealers in the hands of 
the police, aud these will probably be served 
in the course of the next tew days, and it is 
said that as soon as these are disposed of 
there are other comploints to be sworn out. 

It was stoted last evening that every 
dealer in the city had shut down, and that 
when a reguiar patron of the Louisiana 
lottery called at the principa! office of the 
corcerh to purchase a ticket he was refused. 
He was told that things were getting en- 
tirely too warm, and that it had been 
deemed best to shut down for a short time 
any how, ratherthanrunanyrisk. It is 
not known whether this state of affairs 
really exists or not, but if the lottery deal- 
ers have realiy shut down, even tempo- 
rarily, It is the first time this result has ever 
been reached,

The ground is in fair condition for 
plowing, and everywhere our farmers 
are busy in the work of preparation 
for seed-sowing, tree-planiing and 
Vineyard-setting. The country round 
about us rings to the sound of active 
industry, and everywhere the smell of 
the freshly-turned soil greets us in 
rural parts. It is a grand country to 
live in, and by contrast it seems more 
desirable still. 

New England is covered with snow 
to the depth of some inches. In sec- 
tions of the East the thermometer has 
already fallen to thirty degrees below 
zero. It is dreadful to contemplate 
what such a degree of cold means for 
the poor; to think of thinly-ciad, 
poorly-housed, illy-fed and scantily- 
fueled mortais battling with such a 
temperature, It is difficult to con- 
ceive of the suffering aud wretch- 
edness of destitute poverty to 
which is added the horror of extreme 
cold. There is some poverty and want 
in Southern California, but we may 
thank heaven that freezing cold is not 
one of the awful scourges of poverty iu 
this land of eternal summer. 

Were we not so far fromthe Atlan- 
tic side of the continent there would 
be a much larger influx of the more 
needy classes of the East into our 
midst. Could the expense of the loug 
journey be met, there are hundreds 
and thousands who would fly 
from the cold of those rig- 
orous winters and be content 
with the blessings of sunshine and u 
humble home upon this coast. Life 
would be worth so much more to them 
here, with the exemption from the win- 
ter’s suffering which it would bring. 
And here the poor man can do vastly 
more for his family than he can do in 
a land where there are many months 
of cold. The money expended there 
for fuel could here be used for buying 
comfortable food and clothing and 
for educational purposes, as well. 
The poor man’s battle with life here is 
not half us hard as where the elements 
array themselves against him aud smite 
him on every band. There is not the 
excuse for absolute want in California 
that there is in thrifty New England, 
for nature isso friendly to us here, 
she deals so gently with us, and is so 
bountiful with her gifts that the hou— 
est industrious laboring man has but 
to supplement her kindness with his 
own dilligenceto reap a generous re- 
ward. If a man has work and is will- 
ing to work he may well be content 
in a land like this, where nature is like 
a fond mother providing for his needs, 
and giving him for fuel the perpetual 
sunshine. Nature is gracious to us, 
not alone in the pleasant warmth 
which she gives us, and in the bounte- 
ousness of her harvests, but she is so, 
as well in the infinite variety of her 
cro 
almost utter 6xémption Which she 
affords us from epidemic diseases. 
It is seldom that in any section 
of the State a large mortality 
arises from such cause. With 
a proper regard for sanitary law 
it may be doubted if ever any epidemic 
could obtain a foothold among us, for 
upon one hand we hgve the purifying 
ocean breezes, and upon the other the 
mighty alembic of the mountains in 
which the air we breathe is purified. 
The better the peculiar climatic con- 
ditions of this section become known, 
the greater and more general will be 
the desire for homes in this locality. 
A more intimate knowledge of our re- 
sources and climatic wealth will 
‘quicken the determination of those 
living in less favored regions 
to enjoy the comfort that may be had 
here, aud as with every passing year 
the advantages which California has 
to offer to all classes become more 
familiar to the public, immigration 
will continue to increase. There is no 
question but that Los Angeles has a 
large future before her, and that she 
is destined to become the metropol- 
itan center of this portion of the State, 
unless we by some act of our own 
blind folly prevent it. As a law- 
respecting and a law-sustaining people, 
the best elements of society abroad will 
be attracted toward us. But let us 
once defy law and public sentiment; 
let us calmly submit to tbe interfer- 
ence of irresponsible men in the 
affairs of our own legitimate business; 
let capital be liable to annoyance or 
molestation through unjust caprice and 
malicious persecution, and the capital 
that we need to build up our indus- 
tries; the business enterprise that is 
necessary to develop our resources, 
and the citizen that respects his own 
rights and those of others will 
go somewhere else in search of 
investments and a home. Every blow 
aimed against the individual rights of 
another injures the reputation of a 
community and retards its progress, 
and they should be stayed by thestrong 
force of public sentiment against 
them, and by the stroug arm of the 
law, if need be.

BOYCOTIERS MUST SUCCUMB. 


The decision in the Sacramento con- 
tempt case, wherein six arrests were 
made for disobeying the injunction of 
Judge Armstrong’s Superior Court in 
the Bee boycott suit, has been ren- 
dered. it is against all the accused 
persons as to whose guilt the proof was 
conclusive. Three of them were con- 
victed and fined, with a warning from 
the Court that a repetition of the 
offense will be more severely 
dealt with. The persons con- 
victed are the president of the Sac- 
ramento ‘Typographical Union, the 
manager of the local boycotting sheet 
called the Trades Union,’’ and an as-

It 
could not be expected that Judge 
Armstrong’s court would have done 
less than it did. It was bound to vin- 
dicate its authority, enforce its de- 
crees, uphold its dignity. 

The ground of the contempt which 
was thus punished was the publication 
in the **Trades-Union” of boycotting 
aopeals, and like matter, after the or- 
der of the court forbidding it. 

Judge Buckles of Solano sat with 
Judge Armstrong in the contempt 
cases which have been decided. 
Other cases of like nature remain to 
be diposed of. | 

The courts are not to be overriden 
by the tribe of boycotters. It is well 
for the cause of private as well as pub- 
lic rights that it should be so. 

If these Los Angeles imitators of the 
Sacramento convicts persist in their 
lawless practices by continuing to 
thrust their forbidden literature“ 
upon our already over-annoyed and 
much-aggravated merchants, and other 
business men, the latter have a plain 
remedy in law at band.

What a world this would be if every 
Christian lived up to his beliefs, and 
permitted his creed to influence every 
act of his life. What a power there 
would bein Christianity if its theories 
were put into daily praciice and car- 
ried out in all their grand fullness. 
The difference beiween earth and 
heaven lies just here: In that blessed 
life Christianity is in the atmosphere 
that is breathed; the soul is filled with 
it, and the heart is warmed by it, and 
every thought ig vitalized and kindled 
by it. The reason that the millennial 
day is not bere ig not because God is not 


are uot. Christianity is not enough of 
avital force with us. We theorize in 
regard to its great truths, and our talk 
is all well enough and true enough, but 
what Christian ig there that fully lives 
upto the beauty, the wholesomeness 
and the divineness of the truths which 
he theoretically promulgates? There 
is power, and beauty and wisdom in 
words, but there is a far greater and 
more tremendous and convincing 
power in right living. 

We believe the beautiful story of the 
divine Christ; we reverence that life 
80 pure, so harmless and undefiled, and 
80 God-like, but do we study that life 
every dayin order to understand it 
and copy it? Do we strive with the 


utmost of our powers to have 
our spirit actuated by His spirit, 
and our whole conduct col- 


ored by a love like his which en- 
wrapped the world? Is not this an 
age of Christian worldliness, when 
the affairs of this life have choked 
sincerity, and earnestness and faith, 
aud led the majority of us co tempor- 
ize with evil, makiny us slow to rebuke 
evil, and slow to consider the awful 
consequences of sin? 

Curistianity is mighty enough for 
all the world's needs. It is all-suffi- 
cient for the happiness and the salva- 
tion of the whole race. It lacks noth- 
ing. It is divme. It is we who are at 
fault—we who profess its precepts and 
yet live them only in a half-hearted 
manner. Why, if we put the energy 
into our Christian life that we 
do into our daily business life, 
what a revolution there would be 
in our churches. The Ciristian life of 
the Sabbath day would go with us all 
through the week. The Sunday ser- 
mon which we hear we should put into 
the following six days of the week, and 
more important than everything else 
should we realize is the salvation of 
our fellow-man. And not a day would 
pass without our earnest endeayor to 
awaken men to a et. their need. 
And furthermore wüld make our 


constant yet silent rebuke to the unbe- 
liever. We should live so that there 
could be no possible question 
as to the reality and the power of 
Christian truth. The world could not 
doubt it if in. the lives of professing 
Christians they found its living and 
shining embodiment. 

There is more convincing logic in 
an earnest, consistent Christian life 
than in all the eloquence of human 
speech. The best sermon on religion 
is living actions Men will be con- 
vinced by that, and be moved by it. 
It will stir them to a consciousness of 
their own needs. and shortcomings. 
They will shrink from the contrast 
which their own fives afford, given to 
the petty concerns and ambitions of 
this life, to the lives of those 
who live up to the divine 
preceptsof gospelteaching. Christians 
are sincere enough in their desires to 
live lives that shall please God, not- 
withstanding their lives are so often 
bankrupt of desirable results. The 
trouble is they do not go to work right. 
Let them take as their clue this com- 
mand of the Divine Master, and the 
difficulty will vanish: Learn of me 
and ye shall find rest unto your souls.“ 
When we do this there wili be no pov- 
erty in our spiritual lives. If we keep 
Christ’s example and Christ’s words 
constantly before us, then will come 
the gladness and the fullness 
that springs from being in har- 
mony with the divine life. We 
must not wait for exalted moods 
and conditions of the mind before we 
enter upon active work for Christ. If 
we are really in earnest about doing 
His will those desirable states of feel- 
ing will come with the work we do for 
Him. Christian life is controlled by 
law, and one of its yreatest laws is ac- 
tivity. Work, be diligent in season 
and out of season; then will come spirit- 
ual gladness and spiritual growth.

SEEKING A REMEDY. 


SECRETARY WINDOM CONSULTS 
WITH THE FINANCIERS. 


Free Coinage Will Be Adopted Unless 
Some Other Pian is Proposed 
An International Mone- 
tary Congress. 


By Telegraph to Ne Times. 

NEW York, Dec. 13. [By the As- 
sociated Press.] Secretary Windom, 
who arrived in New York this 
morning, held a conference with a 
number of bankers on the financial 
situation today. A full expression of 
the views of the financiers on the 
financial situation, the effect of addi- 
tional silver legislation and other mat- 
ters was obtained. The only state- 
ment made by Secretary Windom was 
that he was gratified at the news of 
the movement of gold from Europe, 
and that the Government would do all 
in its power to give relief to the finan- 
ciul and mercantile communities. He 
refused absolutely to be interviewed, 
but parties close to him state that he 
wili not take any immediate action as 
the result of the conference. 

The Tribune will say tomorrow: It 
is understood that at the conference 
with the bankers yesterday Secretary 
Windom intimated that a free coinage 
silver bill is likely to be passed at tue 
present session of Congress, unless 
torestalled by some action. The sug- 
gestion of Treasurer Huston that tue 
tractional silver coin should be trans- 
ferred to the bullion account aad the 
Secretary be authorized to issue silver 
certificates for it was discussed. The 
Treasurer also wished to include the 
dollars in the bullion, which, 
with the fractional silver, would make 
a fresh issue of about $25,000,000 
currency. Auother proposal was that 
the Treasury should buy each month 
in addition to the legal requirements 
of 4,500,000 ounces of silver, enough 
more to counteract the retirement of 
of national bank notes. The with- 
drawal ot national bank currency 
amounts to about $15,000,000 a year, 
and it was proposed that the Secretary 
buy enough silver to make good this 
contraction. 3 

The proposition that was received 
with the most favor was that the 
Treasury should be authorized to buy 
at once all the silver in sight of Ameri- 
can production, the amount of which 
cannot be ascertained. It seemed the 
general opinion at the meeting, and 
it was encouraged by Windom, that 
even if the amount was above $18,000¢ 
| 000, this: course would be preferabie to 
a free coinage bill. | 33 

Mr. Seligman was asked about the 
amount of silver that might have been 
purchased under this plan and said: 
Ido not know how much there is; I 
do not think it is over $10,000,000; but 
you might as well ask that boy there; 
he knows asmuch. Secretary Windom 
and the persons who are connected 
with him were agreed on one point, 
that no detinite action should be taken 
as a result of the conference. ‘The 
only thing you ean say,“ Seligman 
remarked, is that the administration 
is willing and ready to relieve the sit- 
uation.”? A banker discusiing the sit- 
uation said: There is no doubt about 
the positiou of the Government. Free 
coinage of silver is opposed, but a 
larger use of the white metal is fa- 
vored.“ 

DISCUSSED BY THE CABINET. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—A cabi- 


net meeting yesterday considered 
the financial condition of the 
country, aud as a result the 


President, it is understood, will send 
a message to Congress suggesting 
as a measure of relief, the enactment 
of legislation for the issue of currency 
based on increased silver purchases. 

Senator Power today introduced an 
amendment to the bill to reduce the 
amount of United States bonds re-

AN INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 

PARIS, Dec. 13.—It is believed that 
the government is endeavoring to 
arrange au international monetary 
conference. England and some of the 
other powers may object on the ground 
ot the futility of previous conferences. 
In such an eyent powerful influence 
will be brought to bear upon the gov- 
ernment to invite delegates from the 
Latin Union, United States and other 
silver countries, to discuss the silver 
question, with a view to the interna- 
tional regulation of silver value. 


Clothing Dealers’ Heavy Loss. 
PROVIDENCE (R. I.,) Dec. 13.—The 
Dorrance building, occupied by the 
Barnaby Clothing Company, was de- 
stroyed by fire this afternoon.

Last Session of the National Con- 
vention at Detroit. 

DErnorr (Mich.,) Dec. 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.]

THe Times.| Through Northwestern 
Nebraska every little railroad station 
was crowded with people who had aban- 
doned their ranch homes and centered 
in the villages for mutual protection. 
Our train brought the Omaha. papers, 
with the most enthusiastic efforts of 
their several field correspondents, and 
as we balled out of each station a 
dozen men could be seen surrounding 
each owner of a newspaper, listening 


with breathless attention to the 
rumors of an Indian war, many 
of which originated in the

Standing on the rear 
latform as we pulled out of Valentine, 
Neb., looking back over five miles of 
track as level as a billiard table, and 
as straight as is poss:ble for civil engi- 
neers to draw a line, we saw the smoke 
of another engine drawing a special 
train. loaded with troops from Omaha, 
This train followed us to Rushville, 
and was greeted with tremendous 

cheers at every station. 

At Rusbville the only inhabitants 
who were sufficiently composed to at- 
tend to business were the hoiel run- 
ners, who plied their vocation as if 
they considered this Indian trouble to 
be a special dispensation of Providence 
in the interests of the hotel business. 
Ihad engaged a horse before going 
to sleep, so when I awoke the 
morning of my arrival, I found a 
neat little broncho, with a typical

cowboy saddle, double cinched, stand- 
ing in front of the hotel. Four troops 
of the Ninth Cavairy had arrived du- 
ring the night, and at sunrise, vith the 
well-known Indian fighter, Col. Guy V. 
Henry, marching at their head, they 
started for Pine Ridge Agency, Five 
miles out [overtook Lieut. Powell, of 
the Ninth, in charge of the wagon 
train, and acouple of miles further I 
reached the cavalry company and rode 
with Cel. Henry for a few miles, but, 
as he was traveling slowly to guard 
his wagon train, I rode on and 
joined his scouts, who were under 
the command of the famous Frank 
Gronard, who served as scout for 
Gen. Crook during the campaigns 
of 76. Gronard and two other 
scouts rode a mile ahead of the 
troops, closely scanning the walls of 


barren brown buttes on either side ot | 


the valley road for signs of hostile 
Indians. Occasionally we met Indians 


driving to Rushville with wagons to 


haul supplies for the agency. These 

Indians are friendly fellows, who have 

managed to get a wagon, to which 

they hitch a job-lot of calico-colored 

ponies, or mournful-looking mules, and 

go into the business of hauling freight 
or the Government. °

Gronard had not been in this country 
for a dozen years, but all of the old 
Indians that we met kuew him, and 
after the usual Sioux salutation of 
„Howl How!“ they stopped to gravely 
shake hands and hold a brief conversa-

Sioux for information of some particu- 
lar chief and his band. 

„How is Red Cloud?” he asked of 
an old Indian, who was accompanied 
by his old squaw and a couple of gaud- 
ily-painted daughters. 

„His heart is bad. He is mad as 
hell,“ was the reply which seemed to 
indicate an unhappy frame of mind on 
the part of the Red Cloud family. 

Ten miles from the agency [ rode 
ahead of the scouts, and an hour later 
I was in sight of the agency. 

The buildings at Pine Ridge Agency 
are few and unpretentious. At the

A little distance irom the agency 18 4 
large building devoted to the use of an 
Indian school, and prominently lo- 
cated on adjoining hills are two 
churches, in which the Indians are 
told the stories of the Dible—stories 
to which they are now trying, in their 
crude fashion, to give a practical ap- 
plication by producing a modern 
Messiah of their own. The village 
has a hotel. The poor little brown 
building can’t help being called a ‘‘ho- 
tel.“ although it has only three sleep- 
ing-rooms. 

My meek request for a room brought 
a look of ming.ed amusement and dis- 
gust to the face of the landlord, who 
told me that I could sleep on the floor, 
and that he would try to ‘find’? me, 
There are a dozen newspaper men 
here, each representing, or misrepre- 
senting several papers, and the way 
that they hustie for news is untiring. 
The first thing to do was to call on 
the commanding officer and the Indian 
agent. The latter officer, after satis- 
fying himself that my mission was 
peaceful, gave mea pass, which con- 
veyed permission to stay upon the res- 
ervation. These passes may be de- 
manded at any time by the Indian 
police, and if not produced the police 
are instructed to arrest the negligent 
or obstinate white man and bring him 
before the agent. Atthe time of my 
arrival the Indian agent was in- 
creasing his force of Indian po- 
lice from a company of thirty-eight 
to 100. This work was being done un- 
der the direction of Dr. McGillicuddy, 


palgus in 76, and among the older Ln- 


dians they recognized several who had 


been among leaders at that time,a 
recognition that was always mutual, 
for an Indian never forgets u face. 
Coincident with the increasing of 
the police force came an order to enlist 
a company of 100 Indian scouts. Gen. 
Brooke detailed Lieut. Taylor, of the 
Ninth Cavalry, to carry out this im- 
portant mission, and with Frank Gro- 
nard and Dr. McGillicuddy to assist 
him, he at once began the work. I 
rode out with them to the 
camp of the famous Cheyenne 
chief, Standing Elk. We found the 
old mau on orutches, the result of a 
broken hip. Through an interpreter 


Lieut. Taylor said, “Standing Ek, the 


Great Father wants to have a company 
of Indian soldiers, and bears that your 
young braves are great warriors, and 
that their hearts are good. I would 
like to get the best young men that 
you have for this company.“ The old 
man straightened himself up as well as 
he could with his crutéhes and said: 
The Great Father has heard what is 
right, and if any of my young men 
wish to join the army of the Big Chief 
(Gen. Brooke) they may do 80.“ Then 
he called for his band to come forward 


and instructed them as to what was 
wanted, after which he told Lieut. 


taylor to select the men that he 
wanted. The officer had been provided 
with a list of the best young men in 
the band, and as he called the English 
translation of their names the inter- 


preter repeated it in Cheyenne, and the

It was interesting to watch the squaws 
as they peered through the fence and 
tried to recognize their relations as 
they marched out of the recruiting

The Indian Department’s policy of 
dealing with these spoiled children of 
the plains might be improved, settlers 
and soldiers out here think, if it were 
tuken apart and readjusted.

Alexander Selkirk trod monarch of all he 


surveyed,” the island which afforded the. 


color locale of the immortal Life, and Ad- 
ventures of Robinson Crusoe, the island 


, which has attracted and now keeps as will- 


ing prisoner a restless Swiss nobleman, 
Alfred de Rodt, and it is the spot of earth 
which, almost alone, seems absolutely’ to 
resist the domination of man. 

In the nature of things, since on Juan 
Fernandez no flourishing colony has ever 
taken root and no event of - benefit either 
in precept or practice has transpired, one 
would have expected interest in the island 
itself to have grown fitful and cold. Yet 
people, with or without reason, have taken 
a quite different view of it. No traveler 
ever visits Valparaiso without looking out 
eagerly for the Robinson Crusoe island, 
and when. shipping bound from Chili 
round Cape Horn or from California, as 
well as vessels sailing between Chili and 
Australia, ceased to break their voyage 
there loud and wide spread was the disap- 
pointment expressed by passengers and 
sailors alike. 

History touches Juan Fernandez at arm’s 
Jength. Its discovery may reasonably be 
associated with the exploratory period of 
the Pacific. Who was the first Spanish or 
the first English navigator to set foot there 
is not positively known, but it is generally 
accepted that about 1563a Spanish pilot 
named Juan Fernandez visited and gave 
his name to the island, Upon him the fer- 
tile valleys and delightfui climate made so 
deep.an impression that he obtained from 
the Spanish government a grant of the 

island and stocked it with goats and pigs, 
meaning, no doubt, to make there a home 
for his old age. 

He never carried out this plan, however, 
and the island soon reduced to its own 
state of wildness the animals he had 


nandez, therefore, rather than to his own 
exertions (although both he and his biog- 
rapher, Defoe, have made much of them) 
that Alexander Selkirk owed his ability to 
live there. At the time of his landing on 
the island the irregular surface and the 


$,000 feet above the sea—were overrun with 
the descendants of Juan Fernandez’ live 
stock. 

So we come to Robinson Crusoe, the 
king of the island. His story cannot be 
told too often. The book of his life will 
never die, but its perpetuity depends more 
on the innate curiosity mankind has for 
strange modes of life than on its simp e. 
direct and absolutely admirable style. 

Alexander Selkirk, a native of the fish- 
ing village Largo, in Fifeshire, Scotland, 
sailed in September, 1704, as sailing master 
of the ship St. George, commanded by 
Thomas Stradling, on a voyage to the 
coast of America. There is little doubt in 
the minds of even the kindest historians 
that this was a buccaneering voyage. That 
‘was a buccaneering age. 

The ship put in the bay now called Cum- 
berland bay, on the northeast side of the 
island, for fresh water. Juan Fernandez, 
it should be stated, was a favorite resort of 
the Pacific freebooter and known to all 
initiates. 

While on shore Selkirk and his captain 

uarreled. They were only restrained 
m exchanging blows by the fear of the 
mutiny their example might precipitate, 
but Selkirk, whose disposition seemed to 
be to harbor malice, decided to abandon 
the ship and remain on the island alone. 
Resolution failed him, however, when he 
saw the ship about to put to sea; he ran to 
the shore and pleadéd to be taken on 
board, but the captain hardened bis heart 
and sailed away, leaving Selkirk alone on 
the island. 

He had his clothes and bedding, a gun, a 

small quantity of powder and ball, a 


hatchet, knife and kettle and his Bible. 
Plenty of the necessaries of life were all 
about him, and considering what was in 
his mind—for Selkirk confidently expected 
to be taken off by the next buccaneer—his 
situation was not so deplorable mor he him- 


self such a hero as Daniel Defoe has made 
him. 

Yet, unknown to himself, he was doomed 
to live there, with no society but cats and 
the kids he tamed for four years and four 
months. The tide of buccaneering had 
sought another sea, and the Spanish gov- 
ernment was taking severe measures to re- 
strain its flow around their possessious. 
One ship only in all these years arrived in 
port, and that a Spaniard. Eager as he 
was to leave his solitnde he nevertheless 
suffered mortal dread of the Spanish and 
fled before them, followed by several shots, 
finally concealing himself in a thick tree. 

At last, in February, 1709, Selkirk saw 
two English vessels ride into the bay. He 
immediately lighted a signal fire and was

wise they might have returned to England 
without finding out who the castaway 
was, for Selkirk’s tongue, by long disuse 
— conversation, had thickened to mere 
bberish. 
On his return to his native village he eu- 


.| joyed greatly for a few days the society of 


his friends and relatives. But it was for 
only a few days. Those long and solitary 
months on Juan Fernandez had left a last- 
ing impress en his character. He was hap- 
piest alone. Soin the upper part of the 
garden attached to his father’s house he 
formed a kind of cave, or grotto, and there 
he sat i solitude gazing out upon the 
beautiful bay of Largo, or wandered 


den. After a few years the ge rent gn 
sea again took possession o m, and he 
died a lieutenant on board H. M. S. Wey- 
mouth some time in the year 1723. 

The island had again resumed its wonted 
quiet, the only footfall that of the ciam- 
bering goat—the only sound that of the 
falling tree, lofty and primeval, or the hor- 
rid rumble of the earthquake. No human 
being came there until 1750, when the Span- 
ish government established a colony con- 
sisting of thirty-five families and a small 
garrison, but the settlemont had hardly 
been established when it was destroyed by 
an earthquake. The sea rose and over- 
whelmed the houses; the governor and his 
family while at dinner were washed away 
by the waves, and only a few survivors, by 
clambering to the highest places, saved 
themselves to relate the melancholy tale. 

These events had given Juan Fernandez 
a bad name, and when it became the prop- 
erty of Chili that government took ad- 
vantage of it to create there a penal settle- 
ment for political offenders. It had al- 
ready been used as such by Spain, and 
Chili appropriated it to the samo purpose 
during the war of independence, which 
lasted from the year 1811 to 1818. After the 
Chilian republic was established an effort 
was made to colonize the island, but its 
tragic fate was not yet worked out. The 
small penitentiary that remained was al- 
most totally destroyed by an earthquake in 
1835, and the Chilian government, after 
making another vain attempt to colonize 
the island, gave up and withdrew the gar 
rison. Thus Juan Fernandez had shaken 
off with the same ease castaway, colonist 
and criminal. 
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THERK HE WILL REMAIN. 
century earlier a Spanish pilot had fixed on 
this spot as the home forone man, and 
there were not wanting individuals who 
shared his belief that one person could live 
there and cultivate the island without as- 
sistance. There came an adventurer from 
| the United States who rented the island 
from Chili and made the unsuccessful ex- 
periment. And again in 1877, when the 
government of Chili offered to rent the 
island to the highest bidder, he was 
found in a Swiss of noble family, Alfred 
de Rodt, who had fought on the side 


and on the French side in the 
Prussian struggle, and who after a life of 
trouble thought to find a place of content- 
ment in tais Robinson Crusoe Island and 
rest there till his death. Into the enter- 
prise he put all his fortune, fully $50,000, 
brought a few colonists with him, and yet 
he has failed; his money has vanished, his 
colonists departed, and he is a physical 
wreck. His term of lease expired in 1885, 
but he cannot resist the spell and fascina- 
tion of the island. There he will remain 
till he dies. 
And all the while the beautiful grass 
grown and forested island smiles in the 
southern sun, produces fruits and cereals 
in abundance, and will lure to her breast 
another colony or another hermit. As fair 
and smiling it looks today from the

The city authorities of Rovigno, on the 
peninsula of Istria, in the Adriatic sea, | 
have discovered a little south of the 
peninsula the ruins of a large town at 
the bottom of the sea.

THE CHINO SUGAR BUSINESS. 


Important Enterprise of the Oxnards 
and Richard Gird. 
{Chino Champion, December 12. | 

After nearly two years of experi- 
ments in growing and testing beets on 
the Chino ranch, repeated visits here 
by the Messrs. Oxnard and constant 
communication between them and 
Richard Gird, an agreement has been 
reached whereby Chino will become 
noted for the manufacture of sugar on 
a lurge scale, ready for the market. 
Although at this writing no formal 
contract has been executed, there is 


hurdly a doubt but one will be before 


tomorrow night. Messrs. Henry T. 
and Robert Oxnard arrived in Chino 
last Saturday, the latter staying but 
one day and the former till Wednes- 
day, when he left for San 
Francisco with Mr. Gird and his 
attorney, Hon. B. ron Waters, to 
put into a binding contract the verbal 
agreements, the substance of which 1s 
that a factory equivalent to two ordi- 
nary ones, with a daily capacity of 550 
tons of beets, and also a retinery, wil 
be built and ready for tbe crop of 189) 
—say in August next. 

When it is stated that just before 

leaving Nebraska the citizeus of Nor- 
folk raised $150,000 in cash to induce 
the Messrs. Oxnard to build a factory 
and refinery there by October 1, 1891, 
nothing more need be said to thinking 
people ot what Mr. Gird has taken 
upon himself without asking help from 
any§one. 
The mere statement that this fac- 
tory and refinery will be built and ope- 
rated here tells but part of the plans in 
view, the execution of which will 
soon make this a very important busi- 
ness center. 

Labor in new lines and on a large 
scale must be commenced and pushed 
with all rapidity consistent with safe 
work. Millions of brick and a vast 
amount of lumber and other articles 
must be obtained nate soon. Piows 
operated by steam will soon turn up 
the soil from twelve to fifteen inches. 
More artesian wells will be sunk. 
Kailroad facilities will be enlarged. 
The inerease of population will require 
buildings of various kinds. Local. 
markets will be created for garden and 
other products. Reliable, pushing, 
sober workmen in different lines of 
labor will find encouragement here. 
The beneficial effect of this great en- 
terprise will not be confined to this 
town nor altogether to this county. 

More need not be said now, except to 
add that in the belief of the Champion, 
the public here and all about will find 
in Henry T. Oxnard a man of the high- 
est integrity and one with whom every 
fair person will be pleased to have 
business and social relations. As to 
Mr. Gird, be is widely and favorably 
known as a man of enterprise, integrity 
aud great usefulness. He is a natural.

Prof. Fairman’s Pictures—A 
Distinet School. 


MARVELOUS LIGHTS AND SHADES 


An Evolution in Fine Arts—"The 
Witchery of Suggestion’—The 
Artist’s Warm Reception 
in Los Angeles. 


There is an evolution in fine arts as 
in all other intellectual pursuits. 
Each generation, or era, gives a con- 
crete result. In the works of compar- 
atively a few artists people admire 
the old melodies cf the older nations, 
and superficially suppose that med ‘val 
or ancient art occupied a higher plane 
than the modern, forgetting that the 
bad pictures and bad musie died out 
from natural causes, leaving only that 
which had immortality in it which 
inheres in true art. The trinity of 
of the renaissance, Raphael, Michael 
Angelo and Leonardo de Vinci repre- 
sents the triumphs of the medi val re- 
Vival which was concurrent with the 
revival of letters and the higher civil- 
ization of modera times. 

Artists painted for the love of art at 
the time when Reubans produced those 
massive works that are in the Louvre 
at Paris for less than $300 apiece. Ine 
more modern encourazement of art 
having made the profession not Only 
compensative but lucrative, masses of 
mediocretists have crowded its ranks 
as a natural result, so that it is only 
the discriminating connoisseur who 
can designate the real priesthood in 
the sense of art. Turner, Stanfield, 
Sir David Wilkie, and perhaps a half 
a dozen other names would represent 
the concrete genius of British art of the 
America has scarcely 
reached that marked individuality and 
unquestioned genius that would sep- 
arate it from the pedantic spirit im- 
ported from Munich and Paris, of 
which our best artin painting seems but 
as an echo, asa general rule. Indeed, 
it is doubttul if there is any advan- 
tage in the mass of American students 
going abroad to study before their in- 
dividuality is matured, while the 
temptation to insincerity and super- 
ficiality is so great that the mass seem 
to lose their independence and become 
feeble imitators, while their own na- 
tive genius is overshadowed and lost 
to themselves aud their country. 

These considerations now revive by 
the temporary advent in our city of 
Col. Fairman, who is pronounced by 
the London Art Journal, “ons of the 
representative artists of our epoch.” 
The longer art is practiced the more 


dificult it is for any artist to 
do that which shall preserve 
the designation of originality. 


The average artist is content with 


tional art, so that we hail with a 
greater cordiality anything that seem 
specially derived from nature. , 

Mons. Taine, the French critic and 
literateur says, ‘‘most artists have two 
periods in their career. First, that of 

enuine student life; second, manner- 
sm and decline.” The works of Col. 
Fairman represent a student life of 
nearly half a century, marked by 
steady gain, and seem to disprove the 
hypothesis in his cage. 

Modern chemistry and optical science 
have contributed much of late years to 
the art of painting, at Col. Fairman 
has labored in this fleld guided by such 
masters as Kirchhof and Helmholtz. 
The results are seen in the pictures he 
has exhibited in our city. D' Anvers, 
the great Belgian critic, declares that 
sunlight and atmosphere present the 
greatest difficulties and supreme tri- 
umphs of landscape painting. In these 
two directions the works of Fairman 
are well worthy of the earnest study of 
those aspiring to the profession. 

The ordeal of exhibiting twelve pic- 
tures in the department of landscape 
is calculated to tax the resources of 
any artist, for to accomplish this with- 
out self-repetition must show an origi- 
nality and power oftreating the various 
themes of nature truly remarkable. 
Indeed, each one of the twelve works 
we saw inthe temporary studio of 
Fairman in this city has an individual- 
ity so marked that they would ordinarily 
be supposed to be each from a different 
haud, while none of them seem to be 
on the conventional lines of conception 
or execution. In various directions 
Fairman has madea bold break from 
conventional acidemic methods. 

A treatment of this particular topic, 
however, is not in the scope of our 
province as popular journalists. Re- 
sults, however, may be pointed out. 

The effect of solar light, of the god 
of day himself, from the sky marks a 
new departure in landscape painting, 
one novelty being a feeling of illusion 
as a natural view of sectional nature 
concealing all obtrusion of manipula- 
tive processes, and this not by smooth- 
ness of mechanical finish, but by what 
is called by Scott 'the witchery of sug- 
gestion.“ In the pictures now on view, 
in what is called composition and ar- 
tistic coloring, the most casual ob- 
server will notice the results referred 


to. 

By the laws of vision, the strongest 
contrasts and most marked objects, as 
well as strength of light and shade, 
will appear nearest the center of the 
field of vision. The prismatic balance 
of tints will also appear in the entire 
work. 

A picture of old Arreton Church,“ 
in the Isle of Wight, gives the con- 
crete results of the novel methods of 
this, what we may call, the new school 
of landscape painting. The whole 
picture is in diffused light, up to the 
ordinary level of landscape art, and a 
burst of sunlight is superadded, com- 
ing through the trees and resting upon 
the tower, giving a degree of re- 
alistic solar light that commands 
notice at once, and is regarded by art- 
ists and connoisseurs as a truly won- 
derful result to be produced by the 
pigments of commerce, for Fairman 
affects no secret processes, the whole 
picture having the effect of that feel- 
ing Which the French express as naive. 

Another picture entirely diverse in 
conception, subject and treatment, is 
seen in the Storm off the New Pier at 
Dover,“ on the coast of Eugland. 
Here all the complex convolutions 


of a storm at sea lashing 
against the stone-work of the pier 
ure rendered with a vigor, 


realism aud sense ot the power of 
moving water that +bows a successful 
study of nature utterly diverse from 
conventional marine painting. 
angry sky marshalling the storm clouds 
in the direction of the gale, with a 
small vessel being overwhelmed by the 
sea, While a group of anxious specta- 
tors Watch, With preparations for res- 
cue, give a dramatic quality to the 
scene, 

Iu “The Autumn Robes of New 
England” is reproduced what would be 
regarded as a supreme difficulty by the 
colorist, the glories of autumnal 
follaye, with their un que beauty, 
only known, we believe, to that part of 
the world. The brilliant crimson of 


the maple, the tender golden color of 
the white birch, tue sober oliye of the 


taking rank in the arenaof conven- 


elm, the brilliant garnet of the sum 
are bere mingled in an Cechentra of 
color in a way that will carry the son 
of New Eugland as he stands upor the 
shores of the Pacific back to his native | 
hills. 

„A Picture of Jerusalem from the 
Mount of Olives,” which haply is 
owned by one ot our citizens and will 
remain among us, takes the modern 
city, with all its Turkish squalor, and 
presenting, it in the glories of 
the setting’ sun, loads it with a halo 
which harlnonizes with its subli 1 
soclations of a historical character, as 
the capital of Christendom. This is 
claimed tobe an absolutely realistic 
picture of Jerusalem as it is in our day. 
oue of the axioms of this school of art 
being that treatment of a picture will 
tot warrant any alteration of topogra- 
phy when it is a real scene. 

The presence of such an arsist and 
such pictures suggests to us the ques- 
tion, Why not, inasmuch as we wave 
so many students and amateurs re- 
sidiug in Los Angeles, and can- 
sidering our isolated position and 
metropolitan destiny, have a school of 
line arts, or a department of one in 
some of our educational institutions, 
wherein the bighest forms of instruc- 
tion and scholarship shall be taught 
without crossing tha continent or the 
ocean, and make acceasible by low 
rates of expense, to the child of genius 
in our midst, foy doubtless they exist. 
Ah who can to how many a soul sublime 

tuasfeittne nofluence of malignant star.

The cynical conservator, well-fed 
and comiortable, with his legs crossed 
betore a glowing coal fire, will say be- 
tween the puffs of his cigar, ““But you 
kuow that we hayen’t come tothat yet; 
we are a new community, it will come 
in time,“ as if culture 5 
were expected to come some time like 
cholera or yellow fever. Fine art is a 
coy dame and will only come in re- 
sponse to the loving suitor. Pin this 
in your hatand look at it when you 
talk about fine art, or any other de- 
partment ot polite learning, coming to 
Los Angeles, 

The appreciation and patronage that 
Fairman bas met in Los Augeles shows 
that everything is iu our community 
needed for success, awaiting organiza- 
tion and practical methods. 


ART NOTES. 


That was a very pleasant reception 
given by Mrs. H. B. MacKenzie and 
Mrs. I. M. Patterson, at their studio 
in the Potomac Block on the 11th and 
12th insts. The walls of the large front 
room were nearly covered with the pro- 
ductions of their easels, while the 
room in the rear was devoted to the 
work done by the large class of Mrs. 
MackKenzie’s students. 


Mrs. Patterson has made somewhat 
of a specialty of painting on orange 
wood. The large, beautifully-polished 
slabs showed many a charming length 
of orange boughs weighted with their 
golden clusters of fruit, the rich gold 
of the orange contrasting beautifully 
with the dark green of the glossy leaves. 
Occasionally the white bloom of the 
flower peeped out from behind the 
green foliage, making a charming pic- 
ture. One of the most deft pieces of 
Mrs. Patterson’s work was a plateful 
of what appeared to be ripe, juicy or- 
anges, but which upon investigation 
proved to be wooden spheres painted 
in such exact imitation of the real fruit 
that only the sense of touch disclosed 
the fact that they were not the genuine 
article. 

Among the work in ail done by this. 
artist was a plaque containing a 
beautiful summer landscape full of 
rural charm. The dim outline of 
forest filled the background; in the 
middle distance arunning stream of 
liquid water, where the cattle stood 
between the tree-lined banks, and over 
all a softsummer sky, with sunset 
glow filling all the west. In coloring 
and general treatment of this bit of 
nature the artist was very successful. 

In her picture of The Old Home- 
stead' the artist took us back to the 
quiet, rural beauty of New Eugland. 
‘here was an old-time mansion fronted 
by swaying maples, and all about it 
the brightness and beauty of summer 
bush and flower, The sky held light 
and fleecy clouds through whose rifts 
gleamed bits of blue. The brown 
graveled drive led to the old carriage- 
house and over all seemed to hang 
the bush and quiet of a summer day. 
The lady must posses the artist’s love 
of nature and be familiar with her 
various language.“ 


Mrs. MacKenzie showed a fine por- 


trait of Maj. Gard, done in crayon, 
the eyes holding the animated sparkle 
that we seein the original. She has 
also an excellent portrait of Rev. Mr. 
Du Bose which attracted general at- 
tention and commendation, Then 
there wan a beautiful picture of a little 
babe lying in careless glee upon its 
blanket, the soul of gladness looking 
out from its eyes, its bare limbs softly 
rounded, and its chubby hands cling- 
ing to its finely-embroidered skirts. It 
was a pretty picture of baby innocence 
and gladness. Among the stu— 
dents’ work was a well-executed 
portrait of Mrs. C. T. Widney, 
the work of her little daughter of 10 
years. It holds the promise of fine ar- 
tistic talent in the future. Mr. Fur— 
rey's young daughter was reproduced 
upon the canvas in an attitude full of 
grace—the work being done by herself 
undgr the instruction of Mrs. McKen- 
zie. 

There is discoverable in Los Angeles 
a strong impetus toward art, and 
with proper training and larger oppor- 
tunities our rising generation may yet 
find here an art atmosphere in harmony 
with the inspiration which nature here 
so generally lends.

The hens will always seek the 
warmth of the sunon acold day, and 
especially if there is a high wind, as 
they are easily affected by cold 
draughts. The sunny spot of a shed, 
which is open on one side only, is pre- 
ferred. If such a place could be pro- 
vided for the bens, even if in no other 
manner than by arranging corn stalks or 
straw on poles, it would greatly induce 
laying in winter, when eggs are high. 

Hens will not lay well in cold 
weather unless they have a warm 
place, and not only does this apply to 
the night, when they areon the roost, 
but during the day also. An open 
shed, and the warmth of the sun pour- 
ing down on the hens, will induce them 


g keep bens in a cold poultry-house,

to dust and scratch, exercising them- 
selves briskly, which in turn promotes 
the appetite and aids digestion. To 


where the sunlight gets iu only during 
a portion of the day, while the hens 
are chilied until the sun returns the 
tollowing day, isto call for a large 
amountof food iu order to promote 
bodily warmth, while the number of 
eggs secured will be small, but with 
plenty of light and warmth there will 
be health and a regular supply of eggs,

weeks now for preparation, and there 
is yet so much to be done. The little 
people are anxious to make something 
for papa and mamma with their own 
hands, so that it shall be their “truly 
own” gift. That is a laudable ambi- 
tion, and no parent but will prize these 
little home-made gifts more than any- 
thing that could be purchased in shops, 
suggestive as they are of the painstak- 
ing thoughtfulness of the givers. It 
is love that gives value to the 
gift rather than the amount of 
money that is expended upon it, 
and the 
Voiceful of the tender loye which the 
heart holds for those upon whom they 
are bestowed, 

Peace on earth, good well to meu!“ 
what a glorious anthem that is to ring 
through Christendom. Let us all strive 
to catch the spirit of it and make our 
lives sweet with its meaning. 

I will add a few more suggestions for 
simple Christmas presents, which will 
perhaps be helpful to some of my 
readers: 

To those who paint there are many 
gifts in the decorative line which are 
easily and quickly made, such as toilet 
sets, plaques, perfume sachets, sofa 
cushions, siipper cases, and numerous 
other articles, 

A pretty plaque is made by taking a 
common tin pieplate and painting in 
any way desired. Gild the edge of 
plate. <A light blue ground with spray 
of apple blossoms or daisies is very 
pretty. If you cannot paint you can 
make quite as pretty a one in this way: 
Paint plate the color wished, and in 
the center glue an embossed picture, a 
group of pansies or roses. A cream 
ground with pansies is pretty. 

Handsome Christmas and New 
Year’s cards are made by painting a 
pretty design on bristol board. 

Have you a pretty stone bottle or 
quaint-shaped jar? Paint it a dark 
blue for the background, on which 
paint a graceful spray of flowers, 
cherry blossoms or daisies. Finish by 
tying a bow of ribboh around the neck. 

A handsome photograph case is made 
of two pieces of heavy cardboard about 
nine inches long and six inches wide. 
Cuta square or oval in one piece for 
front, just large enough to show pict- 
ture nicely. Cover the pieces with 
plush or satin as preferred, Fasten 
the pieces together at bottom and 
sides, leaving the opening at top to 
slip in picture. The plush may be 
decorated iu any manner desired or 
left plain. | 

For a banner thermometer, take a 
foundation of pasteboard, cover with 
dark-green plush, embroidered in scar- 
let berries and foliage with filoselle. 
The thermometer is then glued on

Ribbons 
for suspending this are fastened to the 
sides a short distance from the top, 
join above the banner and finish with 
loops and ends; hand-painting or 
decalcomanie may be used instead of 
embroidery, though the latter is most 
effective. | 

Very dainty teapot holder is knit of 
the Saxony yarn in two colors, pink and 
blue; or any two pretty contrasting 
shades can be used, as red and white; 
blue and wood color are also pretty. 
Directions: Cast on _ ninety-five 
stitches, knit plain across once, then k 
twenty stitches and put in another 
color and k eleven of this shade, then 
k eleven of the first used, untill there 
-are_five groups of eleven each; k 

twenty, turn. Each time, carry the 
thread across on the back—as the blue 
back of the pink, and vice versa. This 
gives a fluted appearance to the top. 
Continue knitting back and forth, 
garter stitch, until there are five of 
these blocks of eleven stitches each, or 
five flutes, Then crochet a simple edge 
around the whole and line with satin 
in one of the colors used, and finish 
with alittle bow of ribbon on one end, 
or make a small tuft of the two colors 
at each end. 

In addition to these are the shoe- 
holders to be hung upon the inside of 
the closet door, and made of linen or 
cretonne, with their two or three rows 
of pockets. They are the greatest con- 
venience when one has not much room, 
and they are always handy, and it is 
much neater to have them than to be 
obliged to place shoes upon the floor of 
the closet when not in use. <A yard of 
the cretonne is sufficient for the back 
if but two rows. of pockets are used.. 
After the pockets have been attached 


bright-red braid, which strengthens the 
whole and gives it a pretty finish. 
These little fingers may hem for 
mamma a set of napkins, or draw the 
threads for a set of pretty doilies and 
when that is done some friend will 
teach the child the finishing stitch. A 
nice cushion for papa’s dressing-case 
will not come amiss. It can be made 
of silk or velvet, and the words Merry 
Christmas can be setin with bright 
new pins. 

There is really ne end of pretty gifts 
that may be fashioned at small ex- 
pense. There is nothing that will 
delight a small child more. than a 
scrap picture book. Cut the leaves out 
of different colored cambric. Scallop 
the edges, and then goto work with 
paste. and pictures. Our magazines 
are full of charming pictures which 
may be made use of, and Christmas 
and New Years cards may be utilized, 
and altogether a very handsome book 
can be made, which will please the 
child with its great variety. Sew the 
leaves together and finish with a neat 
bow upon the back and the. work is 
done. Such books are better than all 
the paper volumes in the world for 
young children, for they will not tear, 
and they admit of careless handling, 
such as a child will give.

How to Dress Ducks for Market. 

Ducks are killed by hanging them 
head downward, the feet caught in a 
loop of cord, and stuck in the roof of 
the mouth. While dying, the feathers 
are quickly pulled, as many being 
plucked as pos-ible before the duck is 
dead. Itisthen passed to an assist- 
ant, who proceeds to ‘pluck the soit 
feathers and pin-feathers, until the 
carcass is clean. “This is a very tedious 
operation, and some kill the duck, 
strip away the heavy feathers and 
wrap it in a large towel that has been 
dipped in boiling water, allowing it to 
so remain for balfan hour, when the 
feathers will easily come out. Be- 
g nuers however, should experiment 
with one duck iu that manner, as there 
is a little practice required to learn 
just the right time to remove the cloth, 
etc. When all the feathers are oif, 
and the carcass bas been dry-picked 
of all the pin-feathers,it 1s thea dropped 
into ice-cold watera@n order to re- 
move the animal heat, and when cold 
the carcasses are hung up to drain aud 


dry.
